margin of profit, amounting, according to 
the best estimates, to considerably less than 
3-10 per cent.

An amendment to the coinage laws mak- 
ing 25% grains of gold 900 parts fine the 
standard coin measure. 

An amendment to the greenback reissue act 
of 1878, providing that Treasury notes shall 
be redeemed with gold, and when so re- 
deemed shall not be reissued except in ex- 
change for gold: This provision will pre- 
vent the operation of the endless chain which 
hitherto has been the means to raid the 
gold reserve. 

An amendment to the specie resumption 
act directing the maintenance of a gold re- 
serve of not than $100,000,000, the main- 
tenance of t reserve at that figure now 
being entirely discretionary with the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. 

An amendment to the national bank act | 
authorizing banks to organize with a cap- 
ital stock of $25,000. At present the mini- 
mum is $50,000. Another amendment to the 
same act authorizing banks to issue notes to 
the par value of the bonds they have on de- 
posit to secure circniation. At present the 
limit is 90 per cent. A third amendment to 
this act reduces the taxation on bank cir- 
culation to one-tenth of l percent. Thistax 
is to pay the expense of engraving and print- 
ing the notes. The present rate more than 
meets this expense.

Inwurgents Depart in Confusion When |

- MANILA, Nov. 27, 11:20 a..m.—The in- 
surgents have evacuated Mangalaren, Prov- 
ince of Pangasanan, leaving seven American 
and ninety-four Spanish prisoners, who es- 
caped in the confusion on the Filipino 
treat. * 

The Americans are P. J. Green and George 
Powers of the battleship Oregon, Thomas 
Edwards and Charles Bird of the Sixteenth 
Infantry, Henry W. James of the Twelfth 
Infantry, John Desmond of the Signa! Corps, 
and F. H. Huber of Lowe's Scouts. 

They report that two Americans, who were 
unable to escape, are with the insurgents. 
They are David Scott of the Twenty-fourth 
Infantry and William Sherby of the Hospital 
Corps. 

Four deserters are with the Filipinos— 
Howard; Martin, and Ford of the Call- 
fornians, and Watts, whose former regiment 
is unknown. Howard is the only one serv- 
ing with the insurgents. He is a Captain of 
artillery. 

‘Bell’s Force at Mangalaren. 
“Golonel Bell of the Thirty-fourth Volun- 


teers arrived at. Mangalaren last evening, 


after a hard march and fording the Agno. 
He found that Fowler's company of the 
Thirty-third had occupied the town for two 
days. 

The insurgents, General Alejandrino com- 
the town, short of food and ammunition.

INDIGNATION GROWING IN ENGLAND 
AT ATTACKS ON QUEEN,

Ambassador Monson at Paris May Take 
Leave of Absence as a Protest—Rus- 
sian Press Also Showing Its Dislike 
ot John Bull — Great Britain be-

LONDON, Nov. 27.—Notwithstanding the 
official denials that any attempt has been 
made to.form a European coalition against 
England or that there is a desire on the 
part of any of the continental powers to 
take advantage of Great Britain’s troubles 
in south Africa, there certainly is a feeling 
of unrest in France and Russia particular- 
ly and in Germany in a lesser degree which 
augurs anything but a friendly spirit to- 
ward her Majesty's kingdom. Me 

The French press, instead of growing 
milder in tone since Minister Delcasse’s 
speech, is more violent than ever, and so 
savage are the attacks on Queen Victoria 
and the Prince of Wales that it is rumored 
the British Ambassador at Paris, Sir E. 
J. Monson, intends asking for six months’ 
leave of absence as a protest. According 
to the Daily Mail's Paris correspondent, the 
rumor is inaccurate only in that it is pre- 
mature. Furthermore, it is again asserted 
the Prince of Wales will resign his office 
of President of the Royal commission and 
taboo the Paris exposition entirely. 

No doubt the English press and people are 
greatly incensed by the assaults on the 
Queen and Prince, and any action which 
may be taken by the government to show 
its displeasure will meet with popular ap- 
proval on all sides. : 

 Bussia Also Anti-English. 

In Russia the feeling against England is 
equally strong, though it takes a different 
form. The press of the Czar’s kingdom is 
not waiting for a time to throw mud at the 
Queen or the Prince of Wales, but is pointing 
out to its own government the advisability 
of doing business with England's colonies 
now while John Bull’s hands are tied. New 
light is thrown on Russia’s intriguing by a 
special to the Daily Mail from Warsaw under 
date of Nov. 21. It says: a 

“The Russian press is highly pleased at 
the fact that England now is waging a war 
in both ends of Africa and declares that 
now is the time to raise the Egyptian ques- 
tion and request England to depart from 
Egypt. The newspapers think it probable 
that the French Mediterranean fleet, under 
Admiral Fournier, which is strong, may 
seize some Syrian harbor and that France 
will hold it until such time as Great Britain 
shall retire from Egypt. 

| Britain Now Vulnerable. 

“It is pointed out that England has only 
161 battalions of infantry, of which sixty 
have been sent out or are on their way to 
south Africa, fifty are in India and thirty 
in the various colonies, leaving only twenty- 
one battalions for home defense. In case of 
@ sudden attack, and if it should become 
necessary to send these battalions against 
one of the great European powers, it is 
asked, how many troops would remain in 
Ireland, and what would happen there? All 
the Russian papers here depreciate the valor 
of the Britisif troops, declaring the army is 
not only numerically weak but demoral- 


ized. 
Another Peace Rumor. 

A Rome dispatch says the Osservatore 
Romano publishes a letter bearing a Lon- 
don date from what it calls a good source, 
according to which the Czar and Kaiser 
Wilhelm at their meeting at Potsdam agreed 
to take the initiative, with the Queen of Hol- 
land, with a view to bringing about peace 
between England and the Transvaal. Over- 
tures between President Kruger nnd the 
Queen have given hope that a solution of the 
trouble may be found.

BAD DAY FOR DELCASSE. 


FRENCH FOREIGN MINISTER IS Ar- 
TACKED IN THE CHAMBER. 


Wauled Over the Coals for the Assase- 
sination of Officers in China and the 
Stoppage of the Cordoba at Delagoa 
Bay—One Member Declares His Du- 
ties Seem to Be Baring the Back of 
France for Slaps—Colonel Picquart 
Again Refused Justice.

PARIS, Nov. 27.—Foreign Minister Del- 
casse was bitterly attacked in the Chamber 
of Deputies today by Deputy L’Estourbeil- 
lon, who demanded to know what indemnity 
France had asked of China for the recent 
murder of two French officers. 

M. Delcasse replied that he received the 
news of the assassination at 11 o'clock and 
at 12 o’clock dispatches were sent to the 
French Minister at Peking demanding that 
proper reparation be made. M. Delcasse 
would not explain what reparation he had 
demanded before the Chamber, but it con- 
sists of a demand for the execution of the 
murderers. 

Firman Faure wanted explanations as to 
the English firing on the French vessel Cor- 
doba at Delagoa Bay and when Minister Del- 
casse declared he had ignored the incident 
M. Faure grew insulting and said that M. 
Delcasse’s foreign policy was baring the 
back of France to receive slaps. The orator 
then attacked the Jews for foreigriers and 
claimed Minister Delcasse was in league 
with them and that they directed the foreign 
policy. | 

M. Delcasse hastened to reply that he had 
done his whole duty and would continue to 
do it. He repeated his open door policy and 
reiterated his friendship for the United 
States, but would repiy to nothing else. 


Remarkable Decision. 

M. Millevoye also attacked Minister Del- 
casse. 

There was an important decision by the 
High Court today at the trial of a prisoner 
named Cailly, who was expelled from a 
séance for disorderly conduct. M. Bernard, 
the Procurator General, proposed a vote 
that the Senators only are required to be 
present at roll-call. This remarkable prop- 
osition was adopted. In other words, the 
Judges are to judge without hearing the 
trial—the roll-call is a mere formality. 


Alarmed at Depopulation. 
Senator Piot has introduced a bill to en- 
courage the rearing of families. Alarmed at 
the depopulation, Senator Piot asks the 
government to enact laws assuring impor- 
tant advantages to parents of large families. 


Picquart Refused Justice. | 

Colonel Picquart, who has brought suit for 
defamation of character against an evening 
paper, was in court today. The Judge de- 
clared he could not be heard on account of 
the proposed amitie of the government. Col- 
onel Picquart was violently angry. M. La- 
bori, who accompanied him, said Colonel 
Picquart had a right to be judged. The affair 
was postponed, despite vehement protesta- 
‘ Leyds Answers Stanley. 

Dr. Leyds, European agent of the Trans- 
vaal, replies vigorously in the Figaro to 
the Stanley interview attacking President 
Kruger of the Transvaal. Dr. Leyds sent 
a protest to Figdro, as already cabled, and 
today he answers the assertions made by 
Mr. Stanley. He declared the Boers would 
not be conquered and that Stanley was 
worse than Secretary Chamberlain. The 
latter attacked only the liberty of the Boers, 
but Stanley impugned their honor. Presi- 
dent Kruger’s fortune, he maintained, was 
not due to monopolies, but to real estate 
operations and his savings.

BOERS TAKE HUMANE REVENGE. 


Correspondent Writing of Fight at Nich- 
olson’s Nek Says British Prisoners 
Received Only Kindness.

LONDON, Nov. 27.—G. W. Steevens, Daily 
Mail war correspondent, in a mall letter 
describing the battle of Nicholson’s Nek 
bears eloquent testimony to the humanity 
of the Boers. He says: The Boers had 
their revenge for Dundee and Elandslaagte, 
and they took it in full measure in kind- 
ness. As Tommy Atkins had tended their 
wounded and succored their prisoners there, 
so they tended and succored him here. One 
commandant wished to send the wounded 
to Pretoria; the others, more prudent as 
well as more humane, decided to send them 
back to Ladysmith. They gave whole men 
the water out of their own bottles, and they 
gave the wounded the blankets off their 
saddles and slept themselves on the naked 
veldt. They were short of transports and 
they. were mostly armed with Martinis, yet 
they gave the captured mules for the hos- 
pital panniers and captured Lee-Metfords 
for splints. A man was rubbing a hot sore 
on his head with a half crown, but nobody 
offered ta, take it from him. Some of them 
asked the soldiers for their embroidered 
waist belts as mementos of the day. It's 
got my money in it,’ replied Tommy, and 
the captor said no more.” 

Steevens writes almost hysterically of the 
hoisting of the white flag by the British 
officers, implying that it was done in fright, 
and says in one case the British soldiers 
refused to see it and kept on firing.

Blunder of Eastern Lines in Hoisting 


Freight Tariffs—Changes on the 

Eastern railroads are otit that 
made a serious blunder when they 
freight rates up to almost prohibition 2 
ures. This is especially true as regards 
through and export rates. The new rates 
on export grain from the Missouri River to 
New York amount to more than the market 
price of the grain, and in consequence the 
export demand has almost entirely ceased. 
Although the latest advance in rates has not 
yet been applied, shipments have been grow- 
ing smaller from week to week. 

The high rates also have caused a 
of secret rate cutting. 
this fact it is claimed the decrease in east- 
bound through shipments last week would 
have been considerably larger than it was. 

The through and export shipments of 
flour, grain, and provisions from Chicago to 
the Atlantic seaboard were 13,000 tons less 
last week than those for the week previous, 


,000 than for the cor- 
week last year. The total ship- 
ments of those articles by the ten east-bound 
roads last week amounted to 09,551 tons, 
against 112,202 tons for the week previous, 
and 90,872 tons for the corresponding weck 
last year. Flour shipments last week were 
8,620 tons, against 15,172 tons last year; 
grain, 73,999 tons, against 58,108 tons; pro- 
visions, 16,982 tons, against 17,592 tons. The

First London Engagement.

Coghlan came to America in 1876. After 
three years he returned to London, where, in 
1879, he appeared: in The Old Love and the 
New and the Banker’s Daughjer.” He 
adapted “‘La Morte Civile,” which Salvini 
played for years under the name of “ For 
Life,“ and toured the English provinces. 
His Colonel Wootweell W. Wood, a suave 
American, in The Colonel made bim fa- 
mous. Then he played Loris Ipanoff in the 
London production of Sardou’s Fedora.“ 

In America he appeared later with his sis- 
ter, Rose Coghlan, his chief parts being the 
elder brother in Diplomacy and Alfred 
Evelyn in “ Money.“ These two characters 
showed his versatility—the former a natural 
character, the latter a priggish personifica- 
tion of artificiality. His more recent char- 
acters included Lord Illingworth in Oscar 
Wilde’s play, “A Woman of No Impor- 
tance,” and, in 1894, he appeared with success 
in this country in his own play, “ Lady Bar- 
ter.” Three years ago, after a trip to Eng- 
land, he returned to America and became 
leading man for Mrs. Fiske, playing Alex- 
Ander d’Urberville in “ Tess of the a’Urber- 
villes Next he made a starring venture in 
“The Royal Box,” meeting with success.

DAWES’ “ELASTIC CURRENCY.” 
The Secretary of the Treasury and 
others, who have asked that banks be al- 
lowed to issue notes based on their as- 
sets, have argued that in no other way 
ean an “elastic currency” be secured 
a currency whose volume will increase 
as the demands of business become more 
urgent and decrease when those demands 
slacken, The Controller of the Ourrency, 
an abstract of whose forthcoming report 
is printed in today’s paper, shows how 
that desirable quality of “ elasticity ” can 
be imparted to a bond-secured bank note 
currency. By doing this the Controller 
deprives the advocates of an asset cur- 
rency of their most plausible argument. 
That officer renews his recommendation 
of one year ago for a small unsecured 
emergency circulation to lessen the de- 
structive power of financial panics, which 
circulation, however, shall be taxed so 
heavily that it will be retired under normal 
conditions. Whether this is enacted into 
law or not he urges that the plan he has 
thonght out for giving a marked degree 
of elasticity to the bond secured bank note 
circulation be acted on favorably by Con- 
gress. | 
The Controller’s plan is based on a reduc- 
tion of the tax on circulation, which is now 
1 per cent a year, and which produces 
something over two million dollars a year. 
The profit on circulation at this time ranges 
from nearly three-tenths of 1 per cent *o 
nearly nine-tenths of 1 per cent, depend- 
ing on the kind of bonds deposited. The 
fact that the banks have taken out only 
about two-fifths of the circulation they are 
entitled to under their charters is due to 
the low rate of profit. A total repeal of 
the tax would more than double the profits 
on circulation and presumably the circu- 
lation would expand. The Controller he- 
lieves that if that tax were reduced to, 
say, one-sixth of 1 per cent on circulation 
up to 90 per cent of the face of bonds de- 
posited, there would be an increase of about 
one hundred millions, or 50 per cent, in 
that circulation. Should the revenue which 
the 1 per cent tax has furnished be need- 
ed he would suggest the levying of a tax 
on the capital and the surplus of the banks 
to make good the loss. | 
Then he proposes. that the banks be al- 


Jowed to take out notes against the remain- 


ing 10 per cent of the par value of the 
bonds deposited, but that on such notes 
they shall pay a tax of 2 or 3 per cent 
per annum. In this way he expects to 
get a bond secured emergency circulation 
of about thirty millions. The rate of taxa- 
tion suggested will prevent the issuance 
of this emergency circulation except in 
times of monetary stringency and will 
compel its retirément when money grows 
easier. This amount of thirty millions is 
greater, the Controller says, than the elas- 
tie and uncovered is res of the joint stock 
banks of England, Scotland, and Ireland. 
It is about double the average combined 
bills payable and rediscounts of the entire 
national bank system outstanding within 
that period of the year when their use 
on the part of Western and Southern banks 
is regarded as evidencing the need of an 
elastic circulation. 

The Oontroller's plan is simple and in- 
genious. If adopted it will add to the 
volume of the bank note circulation, for 
the profits of a bank on a circulation of 
$00,000 would be $1,029 with a tax of one 
sixth of 1 per cent, where they are $279 
with the present tax. The increase might 
not be so great as the Controller thinks 
it would be, but there would be some gain. 
The provision for an emergency circulation 
undoubtedly would be taken advantage of 
to dome extent when there was a real mone 
tary stringency. 

It is rumored that the Secretary of the 
Treasury is so impressed by the Control. 
ler’s scheme that he may cancel the asset 
banking recommendation he was about to 
renew. Should this turn out to be true 
it will appear that he is not altogether 
immovable by reason. It is rumored also 
that the President, in his message, will 
lead up to the idea the Controller has 
élaborated. In that event Congress may 
take a more lively interest in the subject.

DAMAGES FOR A HANDSHAKE. 

‘There will be much sympathy for the 
plaintiff in the suit brought by an In- 
diana man against a prominent politician 
because the latter “shook his hand so 
heartily as to wrench his shoulder, leav- 
ing him a cripple for life.” The usual 
charge against the politician’s handshake, 
except just before an election, is that it 
is too cold and lacks cordiality; and it 
has been supposed that he has been the 
chief sufferer by the operation, inasmuch 
as he shakes hands so much more often 
than do other men. But of late another 
school of handshakers has arisen among 
politicians, The new method was intro- 
duced by President McKinley. It is the 
President’s custom to grasp the hand of 
a person and shake it without allowing his | 
own hand to be grasped. As a result the 
pressure is on the other person’s hand and 
not on that of the Chief Magistrate, who 
can thus shake several thousand hands 
without fatigue. It is evident that some 
politicians have attempted to emulate this 
in a clumsy way and that is the reason 
for the dislocation of the Indiana man's 
shoulder. The suit will serve as warning 
not to practice that kind of a shake off- 


hand, 
It may be noticed in this connection that 
the hand clasp is vanishing. Men and 
women do not shake hands as often as 
they did. The custom is said to have 
had its origin in the desire of savages upon 
meeting to show each other that they were 
without weapons. And in the opinion of 
many it is a relic of savagery in every 
sense of the word. Physicians have in- 
veighed against it lately,-declaring that 
the handshake is responsible for the spread 
of disease. In this attack they at least 
practice what they preach, and the care- 
fulness with which a surgeon prepares 
his hands and surgical instruments before 
and after an operation is evidence that 
the danger is a real one. Handshaking is 
only contact of flesh that takes place be- 
tween ordinary acquaintances and hence it 
must be the only means by which many 
cases of disease could have been spread. 


STATUS OF OUR NEW POSSESSIONS. 

The Board of Classification of the United 
States General Appraisers has overruled 
the protest of some importers who claimed 
goods brought from Cuba were not dutiable 
because they could not be classed as com- 
ing from a foreign country, The sound- 
ness of the decision cannot be disputed. 
Cuba has not become in any sense a part of 
the United States by reason of the treaty 
of peace. The board has yet to pass on 
protests against the levying of duties on 
imports from Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines, islands whose status is different from 
that of Cuba. If the decision is against the 
importers, as it probably will be, an appeal 
will be taken to the Supreme Court, and it 
will be decided whether Porto Rico and the 
Philippines are “a part of the United 
States in the same sense that New York 
and Illinois are. 

If the decision is to that effect, no duties 
ean be levied on goods shipped from the 
United States to those islands or imported 
from them. The same duties levied on 
foreign goods landed at New York must be 
levied on those goods when landed at Ma- 
nila or San Juan. Filipinos and Porto 
Ricans will be entitled to jury trials, It 
will be impossible to try them for infamous 
offenses except on the presentment of a 
grand jury. All persons born in the eastern 
and western islands will be citizens of the 
United States, entitled to all the fights 
guaranteed to such Citizens. 5

The question in the California case was 
whether executive officers had power to 
collect any duties prior to Congressional 
legislation creating a collection district. 
The question in the Porto Rico-Philippines 
case is whether executive officers can law- 
fully_ collect duties on imports from those 
islands. The contention of the government 
officials presumably wil] be that duties can 
be collected lawfully until Congress deter- 
mines otherwise—that the legislative de- 
partment of the government must be left 
to determine the final status of these new 
possessions, the treaty of peace being silent 
on the subject. 

This is the question which will be argued 
fully for the first time before the Supreme 
Court. It is by no means certain that the 
court in deciding it will fee] itself bound to 
follow the line of reasoning of Judge Wayne 
and his associates in 1858. In this case, as 
in the income tax case, the court may con- 
clude that a correct interpretation of the 
eonstitution forbids it to “ stare decisis.” 


DEATH OF COLONEL DAVIS. 

When George R. Davis came to Chicago 
in 1871 he brought with himgan honorable 
record as a soldier and as a resourceful 
official, and in the succeeding years of his 
residence in this city he enhanced his early 
reputation in ways that link his name in- 
separably with the great era of Chicago's 
growth. Chicago has every reason to re 
gret the death of this bright and energetic 
citizen, Colonel Davis was always loyal 
to the interests of this city and did all he 
could to further ‘them in the different 
spheres of life which he occupied. 

During the years of his political activity 
Colonel Davis exercised a controlling in- 
fluence in local politics, but he never used 
his power, as have some of his successors, 
for mean purposes, He believed in good 
government and in the selection of good 
men for office, and in exercising his personal 
power he never betrayed the best interests 
of the city. While representing the West 
Side in Congress he proved himself a use- 
ful and able member. He had influence on 
the floor and accomplished much for the 
city.. His incumbency of the County Treas- 


| urership was also marked by an honest 


and faithful administration of the office. 
Chicagoans will justly remember George 
R. Davis longest and most cordially as 
Director General of the World’s Fair. His 
energy and enthusiasm for that project did 
much to crystallize it in the beginning and 
to make it great in its fulfillment.

WORKINGS OF THE PAROLE LAW. 

Though the indeterminate sentence law 
of Illinois was passed in 1895, little practi- 
cal use of it was made until the establishing 
of the State Board of Pardons in 1897. This 
was partly because some time had to elapse 
before any large proportion of cases came 
under the new law, and partly because the 
pardoning or paroling power, as long as it 
remained vested in the Governor, could not 
be so intelligently exercised as it can be by 
men who can devote their whole time to it. 
The law is still an experiment, but the re- 
sults secured under it during the last two 
years are most encouraging. 

The best statement of the workings of the 
parole law and of the pardoning function 
is found in an address delivered last sum- 
mer before the Illinois State Bar associa- 
tion by Mr. E. A. Snively, a member of the 
Board of Pardons. The abuses of the par- 
doning power through political influence as 
long as it remained vested in the State Ex- 
ecutive, when compared with the results ob- 
tained since that power has been vested in 
a separate body, are convincing proof that 
the new plan is an improvement over the 
old. During the two years of the Pardon 
board’s existence it has considered more 
applications and granted a smaller per cent 
of pardons than ever before in the history 
of the State, The reduced number of par- 
dons, in spite of the increased applications, 
is attributed by Mr. Snively to the more 
thorough investigation now made possible. 
An excellent feature is the provision en- 
‘abling a majority of the applications to be 
made by people who have no money to em- 
ploy counsel. The board appears to be suc- 
cessful in maintaining a high standard of 
impartiality. 

Under the control of this board the parole 
law is shown to be productive of many en- 
couraging results. The most striking im- 
provement is seen in the tendency to reduce 
the number of habitual criminals, both by 
reforming the less hardened ones and by 
driving the incorrigibles out of the State. 
In the summer of 1897 there were 19 per 
cent of the prisoners who were old offend- 
ers; in the summer of 1899 there were less 
than 9 per cent. The law as now applied 
tends to rid the State of the class of men 
whose sole occupation, when not in prison, 
is to prey upon society. 

The mode of applying the law is simple. 
The prisoner in any case must serve a year 


He is then brought before the board and 


same time the statements of the trial Judge, 
State’s Attorney, or jurors for or against 
his release are considered. If there is not 
enough evidence, aside from the prisoner’s 
own testimony, to prove that he is serving 
his first term he is compelled to give the 
names of persons who have known him at 
different periods of his life. Correspondence 
is opened with these persons, with the result 
that the truth about his past is usually dis- 
covered. 

It is the practice of the board not to con- 
sider a prisoner’s application for parole until 
he has served one year for each preceding 
term of imprisonment. By this rule the 
prisoner who is serving his second term is 
assured two years in prison; if it is his third 
term, three years, and so on. Criminals 
who have no idea of reforming entertain a 
strong dislike of such an arrangement and 
usually lose no time in transferring their 
field of operations elsewhere when complet- 
ing a term in Illinois.

COALING A WARSHIP AT SEA BY A TROLLBY CARRIER. -

counsel to defend the prisoner. 

Permission was asked to withdraw the 
admission of guilt previousiy made, and to 
add to the tangle the woman, who still wears 
the garb of a man, and appeared in court in 
that attire, averred that her name was really 
Ellis Glenn, not Alice Glenn, as she has in- 
sisted since the discovery of her sex. 

A technical defense was set up by the 
woman's attorney, and next Wednesday the 
court will hear arguments in a motion to 
quash the indictment.

REJECTS THE SAMOAN TREATY. 


America Objects to Some Minor Points 
and Has Submitted a New

Washington, D. C., Nov. N. — The United 
States has declined to accept the agreement 
as to the disposition of the Samoan Islands 
reached by Great Britain and Germany. It 
was possibly the leaking out of some infor- 
mation to this effect that gave rise to the 
report circultaed in European capitals re- 
cently of the development of a serious hitch 
in the negotiations. 

As a matter of fact, there is no serious 
hiteh and the reasons which influenced the 
State department here in rejecting the 
British-German arrangement when it was 
submitted for approval related entirely to 
minor matters and touched rather upon the 
form than the substance of the arrangement. 
Having rejected the tentative treaty sub- 
mitted by the other two powers, the Amer- 
cian government has in turn, and at the 
instance of the other parties, prepared and 
submitted a draft of a treaty, which it is 
hoped will be acceptable to all three powers. 
This is now before the Foreign offices at 
London and Berlin for consideration, and it 
is confidently ‘believed here that it will re- 
ceive unanimous approval, not differing in 
principle, as stated, from the orig- 
inal project. re

Two positions in Chi schools, at the 
head of departments, which have been va- 
cant during the present school year, were 
filled yesterday by the Normal School com- 
mittee, subject to confirmation by the Board 
of Education at its meeting tomorrow night. 
E. G. Cooley, principal of the La Grange 
High School, was elected principal of the 
Chicago Normal School, over the recom- 
mendation of Superintendent Andrews, who 


again was chosen by the committee as head 
of the kindergarten department of the Nor- 
mal School. 

Acting Principal Giffin had been Superin- 
tendent Andrews’ choice over Dr. Krohn of 
the Illinois Eastern Hospital for the Insane 
at Kankakee, who was defeated upon the 
representations of the Superintendent, The 
appointment of a successor to Colonel Parker 
had dragged for months in committee after 
the fight over Dr. Krohn. Last week Pres- 
ident Harris took a hand in the matter. The 
committee held a caucus on Saturday, and 
decided upon Mr. Cooley, and the election 
was merely formal, without discussion.

President Harris came into the committee 
meeting, which he seldom attends, a few 
moments before the consideration of the 
principalship. The recommendation of 
Superintendent Andrews, which has been 
standing before the committee, was read 
and not concurred in, upon the motion of the 
President, who substituted the name of E. 
G. 

After the Superintendent’s recommende- 
tion had been rejected he was asked if he 
had any objection to Principal Cooley, and 
he said he had not. He was asked if hecon- 
sidered him a good man, and he said he did. 
The election immediately followed. 

Mr. Giffin, whose salary while acting prin- 
cipal was $4,000, was placed in charge of the 
Normal Practice School at a salary of $3,000. 
It is said to be probable that he will take 
posttion in the Blaine Normal Schoo), with 
Colonel Parker.

The death of Sir Curtis Lampson, who is 
succeeded in his baronetcy by his 9-year-old 
boy, deserves attention owing to the fact 
that his father furnishes the only instance 
on record of an American renouncing his 
citizenship of the United States in order to 
accept an English hereditary title. There 
are several Americans, it is true, not more 
than half a desen all told, who have become 
naturalized Britons in the hope and expec- 
tation of securing an English handle to their 
names. But the fa of the late Sir Curtis 
Lampson is the only one of them whose ef- 
forts can be said to have been crowned with 
success. . 

The first Sir Curtis Lampson, 
born in New York, where he was engaged 
in banking enterprises, belonged to an old 
New England family. He interested him- 
self in the Atlantic cable movement, became 
one of its pioneers, and then abandoned his 
American citizenship with the object of 
qualifying himself for any reward given by 
the English government in connection with 
the success of the undertaking. After wait- 
ing for a number of years, and after pulling 
the leg, metaphorically speaking, of many 
Premiers and statesmen, he ultimately re- 
ceived a baronetcy on the nomination of a 
Tory administration, owing to which the 
Lampson family has ever since belonged to 
the most reactionary school of the Conserva- 


tive party. 


It is difficult to understand the Intense: 
bitterness of feeling that is being displayed 
in England on the subject of the erection of 
@ statue of Oliver Cromwell within the pre- 
cincts of Parliament. Two ofthe peers who 
are particularly vehement in their opposi- 
tion to the project are the Earl of Hard- 
wicke, who is a stock broker at the present 
moment, and Viscount Sidmouth, who in a 
letter to the London Times does not hesitate 
to compare the Great Protector to the gun- 
powder plot conspirator, Guy Fawkes. 

Lord Sidmouth is the grandson of that so 
celebrated statesman, Addington, who was 
in turn Speaker of the House of Commons 
and Prime Minister of England. The present 
Lord Addington is quite an old man, with 
old-fashioned ideas, who served for a dec- 
ade in the navy in the early part of the 
century, and sat for ten months in the House 
of Commons. He is a Tory of the most an- 
tiquated type, and spends the greater part 
of the year at his country seat of Upottery, 
which has been in the possession of his fam- 
Uy for more than two centuries. 

One of the treasures of the place is the old 
mahogany table, on the polished surface 
of which England’s greatest Admiral, the 
first Lord Nelson, traced with a finger 
dipped in a glass of wine his plan for the 
naval operations which culminated 80 
gloriously in the battle of Trafalgar, He 
did this for the information of the first Lord 
Sidmouth, who | the time was Premier of 


England.

Prince Alfred Windischgraets, who has 
just been nominated by Emperor Francis 
Joseph to the Presidency of the Austrian 
House of Lords, is one of the few members 
of the great continental aristocracy who can 
boast of being a lawyer. He devoted him- 
self at the outset of his career to the study 
of law, passed the examinations, and ob- 
tained his diploma of doctor of law, and so 
distinguished himself in that branch of sel- 
ence that he was named by the Emperor as 
a member of the Imperial High Court of 
Justice, a life office, which he still retains, 
and which he did not even surrender at the 
time when he became Premier, some years 
ago. Possibly it is his legal lore that ren- 
ders him less bigoted a Catholic than most 
of his fellow-magnates of Austria and Hun- 
gary. For he has on several occasions
